. WHEN A BRITISH 
GENTLEMAN IS CALLED 
“MONKEY.” 

A labor member of the British parliament the 
other day shouted out: “We want the organ 
grinder, not the monkey.” He meant that he 
 wanbid Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, not Sir 
Philip Cunliffe Lister, to reply for the government 
to Mr. Ramsay MacDonald's motion censuring the 
government's coal policy. 

Such colorful language would be passed. over 
with an admiring laugh for its forceful aptness in 
any American assemblage. But when a labor 
M. P.. smashes down the hoary barriers of British 
class to yell “organ grinder” and “monkey” at 
two men he has been taught by centuries of tradi- 
tion to regard as members of a caste unattainably 


above him, then it is one more sign of the leaven 
of democracy which is working in the Britain that 
has prided itself on being the most democratic 
‘country in the world. 

Great Britain is in the throes of a social revolu- 
tion which may turn out to be as historically sig- 
nificant as the rising of tre barons against King 
John. The chances are that it will be a wholly 
bloodless revolution. Even that, however, may de- 
pend on the wisdom of the Tory powers. That it 
will be the aristocracy who must give way is prob- 
ably inevitable. The ferment of freedom among 
English peoples has seldom been successfully 
checked by forceful means; stoppering it has usual- 
ly meant a subsequent explosion. 
It is freedom from the distinctions and disqualli- 
fications of class and caste that the Briton is ask- 
ing for: He has his rights as a citizen; now he 
wants his rights as a man, and his rights as an 
economic unit. He wants a chance, without hav- 
ing to be born to it, to earn the title of “ gentle- 
man” and the title to a decent living. 
For years, when amateur.and professional crick- 
eters played against each other, the teams have 
been known 4s Gentlemen and Players. For years 
the Englishmen who were not gentlemen sub- 
mitted to that distinction lying down. Now they 
are thinking of getting up. 
Perhaps America has had something to do with 
it. We inherited our love of liberty from the Eng- 
lish. We are returning some of it with interest. 
Take the case of American movies, for example. 
When the English workman first saw a film in 
which an American workman rode to his job in 
his own car he snickered at the impossible Yankee 
exaggeration and wondered what new humorous 
piece of fiction would be dished up next. Then, 
one day, he discovered that such things were not 
exaggerated at all. American workmen actually 
did motor to work. Factories had to provide park- 
ing spaces for their laborers’ cars. The sedans in 
front of a flat building under construction did not 
belong to the architect, the contractor, the owner, 
or the prospective tenants. They belonged to the 
carpenters, the masons, the plasterers, and the 
The British workman began to laugh out of the 
other side of his mouth. Where was he going to 
get a car and where was it going to get him when 
he did get it? Workmen and their children actu- 
ally became “ gentiemen” in America. They could 
win, not alone wealth, but social place. The man 
who had worked his way up to the top was ad- 
mired for it instead of penalized. \ 

One factor only stands against a great English 
social upheaval. That is the character of the 
British worker. When he wanted better condi- 
tions he let them give him a dole; he demanded 
the dole and, so it is said, would openly revolt if 
it were taken away from him. It makes one won- 
der whether he will have spunk enough to push 
through the reform he seeks. He will, though, if 
he has leaders such as the man who shouted

His optimism was won out of hard experiences 
and much sacrifice for his ideal.

What 
are the three reasons why the first Thanksgi 
day was celebrated? ft 


In the first place, they were grateful for the 
opportunity of working out their own political 
institutions. They left home to be free, to make 
their own mistakes and to work their way towards 
an ideal commonwealth. They were in the early 
beginnings of that adventure and they were 
thankful. 
Can America be grateful for the same reason to- 
day? Democracy is still a testing and an uncom- 
pleted way. Our country districts do not feel as 
a whole the challenge of working out their own 
political salvation. Our cities throw up the broken 
bodies and disconsolate souls of men, women, and 
children. The ignorance, indifference, and greed 
of a great city are appalling things. If democracy 
is an ideal and a summons there are multitudes 
who care not for the ideal and who have never 
felt the thrill of the challenge. Most of us are 
depressed and many are hopeless as we facé the 
future. Still, I maintain, we can and should be 
grateful. 
Our democracy has been the parent of growing 
offspring. It has seen, in the inarticulate mass, 
that the purpose of government is the’ welfare of 
the governed. For this reason the saloon has been 
doomed and no one seems willing to demand its re- 
turn. The controversy of the hour does not center 
around its value or evil.

If this could 
be washed ouc the hiccuping would 
stop of itself. He found it necessary for 
the baby to drink about three to four 
teaspoons of ‘water in the space of half 
aminute. Water swallowed in this quan- 
tity and at this speed washed the irri- 
tatiug curds into the stomach and 
stopped the hiccuping almost at once 
in well over one-half the cases in which 
it -was tried. In nearly another one- 
fourth of the cases the hiccuping 
stopped a few minutes later.

The scientists tell us that hiccuping re- 
sults from Spasmodic jerking of the dia- 
phragm. There are many irritants which 
can cause this great muscle ‘to jerk.

Men get hiccups when 
they eat too fast and overdistend the 
esophagus, or when food lags fh it from 
any cause.

“Throughout Wednesday night there 
was an exceptionally heavy snowstorm, 
with insistent and terrific bumps, so 
that at a height of 6,000 feet we re 
peatedly lost control, which was not 
regained until the altimeter showed 
only a few hundred feet above the 
ground.

“After many hours of blind flying 
we found ourselves trapped among the 
mountains, fying up and down the 
valleys. and dodging mountain peaks 
that loomed up out of the gloom, 
for two hours waiting for dawn.

Need Presents Problem. 


’ It is because the commission fore- 
gees a large need for these short wave 
channels in many services which can- 
not otherwise be provided for, that a 
public hearing on the subject is neces- 
eary. 

Heretofore, nearly all of the time| 
of the federal radio commission has 
been devoted to clearing the eighty- 
nine channels of the broadcasting 
service, but it has always been cogni- 
gant of the several thousand other 
channels used in national] and interna- 
tional communication to be considered 
and regulated. | 

National Phases Involved.- 

The commission will start with the 
short wave band, comprising the avail- 
able channels between 18,100 and 2,000 
kilocycles. 

Although these services, except per- 
haps the amateurs, are seldom heard 
of by the average broadcast listener, 
they are of great public importance. 
The allocation of safety. of life and 
public service channels demands even

The rise of Los Angeles, indeed, has been a godsend ‘to 
the whole San Francisco region, though the San Franciscans 
once viewed it with alarm. It has drawn off the middle 
western morons who flock to the coast, and concentrated 
them in the south. The weather down there is warmer—an 
important consideration to who have been chill- 
blained and petrified by the , harsh winters of Iowa. 
And more attention is paid to perils of the soul—always 
an important matter to agronomists.
